This I/R window may be difficult to 
locate on some VCR's. It is usually a small dark-colored rectangular area on the front 
of the VCR. | 

After you have positioned the I/R emitter housing for successful VCR remote control 
from TV£2, you can remove the paper backing from the emitter housing and mount 
it to the VCR table or cabinet. It may take one or more adjustments in emitter position 
to find a location which always works well when the remote control is used at the 
TV£2 location.

Nearly all VCRs operate as TV tuners as well as videotape players. So, even if your TV#2 is 
non-remote, you can remotely control it by using your VCR's remote control hand unit. 


VCR-RABBIT FOR 
CABLE TV OPERATION 


If you subscribe to cable TV service, the VCR-Rabbit will allow you to view cable program- 
ming at TV#2 without an additional cable tuner/descrambler box at your second television. 
You cannot, however, select the cable channel viewed using TV#2’s built-in tuner, even if 
TV#2 is cable ready. Cable channel selection is controlled by your cable box; the Rabbit 
system can transmit only the channel 3 or 4 output from the cable box or VCR. But, if your 
cable box uses a wireless remote control wand, you will be able to change cable channels 
from TV#2 using the cable box's remote control wand. Note: The I/R emitter from your VCR- 
Rabbit Transmitter must be positioned so that its invisible light output strikes the cable box 
I/R window (as well as your VCR's I/R window) for successful use of both remote control 
wands. 


Several methods of connection are described below. Choose the method which best suits 
your needs. 


CABLE SERVICE, BUT NO VCR : 
If you subscribe to cable TV service, but don't have a VCR, the VCR-Rabbit should be 
connected as shown in Figure 2. Here are your viewing options:

CABLE SERVICE AND VCR, TV#1 IS CABLE READY 

If you have cable service and a VCR at ТУЙ, there are two methods for system connection. 
The first method gives you the most viewing flexibility, but only applies if TV#1 is cable 
ready. (If TV#1 is not cable ready, you must use the alternate method described later.) Refer 
to your TV owner's manual to determine whether your set is cable ready or not.

Your VCR-Rabbit will bring you many years of fun and entertainment. In order to keep it in 
good working condition, please remember the following: 
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Proper ventilation is very important to prevent overheating. Never block the venti- 
lation openings in any way. There are also ventilation slots in the bottom which 
should not be blocked by placing the unit on a bed, sofa, carpet, etc. 


Be careful not to spill liquids on either unit and never expose them to rain or 
excessive mositure. If a spill should occur, wipe the unit dry, let it air dry and 
consult a qualified service person. 


Do not expose the units to excessive or extreme heat. Never place them near or over 
a radiator or heat system. 


Never remove the bottom cover of the units or drop or push objects гарар the 
slots. This could expose you to very high voltage. 


If either unit is damaged a shock hazard may exist. If damaged or if there is a distinct 
change in performance, immediately unplug the Rabbit Transmitter and Receiver 
and have it checked by an authorized service person. 


Do not plug into a power source other than a 120 Volt AC 60 Hertz electrical outlet. 
If the system is not going to be used for extended periods of time, unplug from the 
power source. 


Do not stack items on the transmitter or receiver. Heavy items can cause damage 
and impair ventilation. 


Clean the Rabbit units with a soft, slightly dampened clean cloth. Before cleaning 
make sure the power is turned off and the AC plug disconnected.

Make certain that your VCR апа ТУ are both set on either Channel 3 or 
4, whichever you ordinarily use for your VCR. 

Connect your antenna/cable directly to your TV to verify that your TV 
and antenna/cable system is working properly. If it is not, we 
recommended that you contact your local TV repair service. 


Check to see that the picutre is OK when the Program Selector switch 
is in the "TV" position, see above. 

Be sure that the Program Selector switch is in the "VCR" position. 
Check to see that the miniwire has not been inserted too far into the 
connectors. The connectors should clamp down on bare wire, not the 
insulation on the wire. 

Make sure that AC power plugs are connected to AC power outlet. 
Check to see that the connecting cables are connected properly. See 
sections headed “Setting Up" and “Operation”. 

Make certain that you connect your VCR output directly to your TV set 
and verify that your TV and VCR are working properly. If not, we 
recommend that you contact your local TV repair service. 


Check batteries in remote control wand.
